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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Matlock  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr  Chairman,,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present'  herewith  my  Annual  Report  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  and  vital  statistics  affecting 
the  Urban  District  of  Matlock  for  the  year  1956. 


A  study  in  the  numbers  and  varieties  of  infectious  diseases, 
whilst  not  giving  reasons  for  complacency,  affords  general 
satisfaction.  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  shows  the  same  number,  five, 
as  in  the  previous  year  but,  in  only  two  cases  was  the  disease 
stiff iciently  active  to  justify  removal  to  hospital.  In  other 
forms  of  Tuberculosis  there  Was  actually  a  100ft  reduction,  in  fact 
there  was  no  case  recorded  compared  with  two  last  year.  This 
indicates  that  the  milk  supplied  was  highly  satisfactory  and  that 
the  up  to  date  methods  of  sampling,  bottling  and  distribution  are 
more  than  justified.  Scarlet  Fever  shows  a  small  increase  but,  all 
the  cases  were  of  a  mild  type.  The  fact  that  there  were  no  cases 
of  diphtheria  is  no  reason  at  all  why  mothers  should  not  bring  their 
children  to  be  immunised  both  in  infancy  and  again  just  before 
starting  school,  on  the  contrary  the  rarity  of  the  disease  only 
serves  to  demonstrate  the  value  of  immunisation.  The  number  of  cases 
of  Whooping  Cough  was  higher  and,  nearly  half  the, cases  were  in  the 
age  group  five,  the  age  when  starting  school  and,  consequently  closer 
contact  with  other  children  and  also  a  time  of  stress  and  strain  for 
a  child  when  the  initial  step  is  taken  of  leaving  the  shelter  of  home 
surroundings  and  thus  rendered  more  liable  to  contract  infection. 

The  spread  of  Whooping  Cough  is,  by  no  means,  rapid  and  every  effort 
should  be  made  to  isolate  suspected  cases  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 
Ill  effects,  although  r^ire,  the  lung  complications  can  be  dangerous 
and  alas  occasionally  permanent,  more  particularly  when  the  disease 
attacks  infants. 


No  case  of  food  poisoning  is  recorded  and  reflects  credit  on 
those  responsible  for  it’s  storage,  distribution  and  preparation. 

The  general  public  have  ih  great  measure  the  remedy  in  their  own 
hands  by  insisting  on  high  standards  in  the  handling  of  foodstuffs. 

For  prevention  and  control  of  disease  or  rather  the  ultimate 
goal  of  positive  health,  local  authorities  have  played  and  will  play 
an^increasing  part.  Sanitation,  a  good,  and  plentiful  supply  of 
water s  the  maintenance  of  a  high  standard  of  food  hygiene  are  the 
special  responsibilities  of  local  authorities.  Good  living  conditions 
are  incorporated  in  the  provision  of  good  housing* 

Added  to  this  list  is  the  question  of  air  pollution  and,  measures 
to  combat  this  are  incorporated  in  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956.  Apart 
from  the  danger  to  health  as'  for  example  in  the  deaths  from  Bronchitis 
and,  the  death  rate  from  lung  cancer,  whiqh  is  higher  in  urban  than 
in  rural  areas,  atmospheric  pollution  being,  of  course,  greater  in 
the  former,  the  direct  costs  of  air  pollution  are  estimated  at 
£"152,500,000  per  annum,  and  loss  of  efficiency  through  air  pollution 
amounts  to  £125,000,000  per  annum,  making  a  grand  total  of 
£277,500,000.  Therefore  any  measures  taken  to  clear  the  air  should 
be  more  than  compensated  by  the  saving  incurred. 

Finally  let  us  hope  that  the  day  is  no’t  lfar  distant!  when  public 
opinion  will  demand  legislation  calculated  to , ’eliminate  unnecessary 
noise. 


I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  also 
other . members  of  the  Council  for  their  help,  ahd  thank  also 
Officials  for  their  ready  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

I  ha^e  pleasure  in  'submitting  for  your  consi:derati©n^and 
information  ray  1 2th  Annual  Report  of  work  carried  out  by  the 
Public  Health  Department.  •••  • 

I  feel  that  this  report,  taken  in  conjunction  with,  past 
Annual  Reports,  should  convince  the  Committee  that  instead  of 
discussion  as  to  extra  duties  coming  to  the  Department,  extra  staff 
is  surely  needed  in  this  one  Inspector  District  to  carry  out 
adequately  those  duties  already  placed  'by  Statute  on  the  Departmen  b. 

No  further  work  has  been  possible  on  demolition  or  clearance 
of  sub-standard  houses  this  year,  as  of  course  this  is  dependent 
on  the  number  of  replacement  houses  built,  nothing  has  been  done 
in  this  respect  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  1957?  i1  say  progress  is 
to  be  made  under  the  Housing  Acts,  a  substantial  number  of  houses 
will  be  provided  for  this  purpose  and  also  for  housing. of  many 
other  families  still  in  very  urgent  heed  of  accommodation. 

In  spite  of  a  slight  increase  in  the  grant  paid  for  conversion 
to  water  carriage  only  28  pails  or  earth  closets  have  been  converted 
and  of  these  nine  were  converted  during  Improvement  Grant  work 
and  I  still  feel  that  if  50/  of  conversion  can  be  allowed  when 
included  in  Improvement  Grant  work  that  a  much  more  substantial 
grant  should  be  made  for  actual  conversion  without  improvement  Gra^- 
The  progress  is  far  too  slow  at  present  and  more  encouragement  is 
now  needed  to  speed  up  conversions  and  so  do  away  ©nee  and  for  all 
with  this  out  of  date  system  with  it’s  ever  increasing  costs  and  labou 
difficulties.  Why  cannot  legislation  be  introduced  making 
conversion  to  water  carriage  compulsory  where  sewers  and 

water  mains  have  been  provided  by  Local- Authorities  «.t  tremendous 
expense  f  r  just  this  purpose,  what  a  gigantic  waste  of  public 
money  on  sewerage  and  water'  loans  which  when  provided  are  not  used 
for  their  intended  purposes,  viz.  that  of  bringing  backward  areas 
up  to  a  decent  sanitary  condition. 

There  has  been  slow  but  steady  progress  in  the  bringing  of 
food  premises  up  to  the  standard  laid  down  in  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  1955?  this  is  due  in  many  cases  to  economic .  difficulties 
and  I  feel  that  some  clarification  or  code  of  practice  is  needed 
before  rapid  or  smooth  progress  is  realised. 

I  most  sincerely  record  thanks  for  support  received  from  the 
Council  and  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Officials  of  other  Departments,  to  the 
Department's  staff,  both  inside  and  outside,  for  their  loyally 
helping  so  much  to  make  for  smooth  running  of  a  not  always  easy 
service  to  the  public.

Authority,  including  1 2  milk,  in  the  area. 

During  the  last  year  special  attention  has  been  paid  to  the 
lead  content  of  Soft  Drinks  and  Beer.  These  are  liable  to 
contamination  with  lead,  but  it  is  desirable  to  limit  the 
contamination  to  very  low  amounts.  In  the  Matlock  area  one  sample 
of  Draught  Mild  Beer  contained  lead  excess  of  the  limit  proposed 
by  the  Pood  Standards  Committee  of  the  Ministry.  Further 
investigation  was  made,  and  after  one  possible  source  of  contaminatio] 
was  removed  the  high  figure  was  not  found  again. 

A  sample  of  Stone  Ginger  Beer  was  also  found  to  contain  an. 
excess  of  lead.  The  contamination  was  traced  to  a  lead— containing 
enamel  used  to  decorate  the  bottles.  The  firm  concerned  have  •  • 
abandoned  the  use  of  this  type  of  bottle  and  the  new  ones  should  be 
entirely  suitable  for  the  purpose. 

The  remaining  samples  were  classed  as  satisfactory.

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Meat  inspection  in  Matlock  has  now  settled  down  to  a  regular 
routine  and  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Meat  Traders  the  majority 
of  meat  inspection  is  all  done  in  normal  working  hours  and  although 
this  very  ;ital  health  service  takes  a  big  slice  out  of  a  working 
week  for"  mur  only  Inspector,  to  the  detriment  of  other  duties,  my 
thanks  must  go  to  the  Butchers  for  their  consideration,  so  preventing 
overtime  which  is  becoming  such  a  burden  to  many  of  my  colleagues  in 
other  Districts,  thanks  not  only  for  this  but  their  willingness  to 
help  with  hygiene  regulations  as  applies  their  slaughterhouses  &  shops J 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  below  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis 
in  all  cattle  killed  again  shows  a  satisfactory  downward  trend  to 
12.434,  the  lowest  since  I  started  this  record  in  1945  when  the

The  second  table  shows  during  1 004  meat  inspection  service 
that  2,458  animals  were  slaughtered  and  inspected  during  the  year 
at  the  seven  private  licensed  slaughterhouses  entailing  683 
inspections.  Owing  to  the  good  quality  animals  killed  no  whole 
carcases  had  to  be  condemned  and  although  inspection  is  made  for 
cysticercosis  no  case  was  found.  The  custom  is  for  condemned  meat 
and  offal  to  be  stained  green  which  is  then  collected  by  an  approved 
contractor  for  sterilisation  to  feeding  stuff  or  fertiliser. 

The  slaughterhouses  have  again  been  carefully  used  and  kept  to 
a  decent  condition  during  the  year  without  complaint  from  the 
residents  in  their  very  near  vicinity.
